Applicants elected Group I (claims 1-23) without traverse. However, Applicants did not elect any species as requested in page 4 of the 
Office Action of March 2, 2005. The election of species requires Applicant to elect a single nucleophile and a single linker (see, e.g., 
claims 1, 7, 17-18), a single releasing agent (see, e.g., claims 19-23) and a post-method analytical treatment (see, e.g., claims 4-6) for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The election is 
deemed unresponsive as Applicants response does not indicate any elected species. This requirement is therefore still pending. See 37
